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Vr has been wonder'd, I know, and the 
Queſtion has been often put to me, 
| why theſe poor Pdatinate Refugees 
are not ſent forward to our Colonies in 
America, where they were in ExpeQation 
of being ſent z and whether they were told 
they ſhould go, as appears by a Letter ſent 
me laſt Week, and which I publiſh'd in my 
laſt ? | 
I ſhall not pretend to anſwer the Que- 
ion dire@ly, and ſay, ,why they are not 
ſent ; but I ſhall ſpeak to it two Ways — 
Qur Colonies are divided into two Kinds, 
the Iflaads, and the Continent. I' tell 
you, why ſome are againſt ſending 


them tothe laſt; and I'D teſl you, why L am 
againſt ſending them to the firſt, 


Some Gentlemen are of the. Opinion, 
that if you ſend ſuch a Number of in- 
duſtrious r as theſe are, to 
our Colonies on the Continent, they ſhall 
injure our Trade 

They ſay, that che Produce of Land in 
our Colonies, ſuch as New England, New 
York, the Ferſeys, Penfitvuanis, Maryland, 
Virginia, Carolina, c. is already more than 
the Commerce can Conſume. They tell 
you, the Tobacco's of Virginia and Mary- 
land are ſo prodigiouſly encreas'd in Quan- 
tity, and more every Day planting, that 
thoſe Plantations are evidently declining 3 
and Foreign Nations, ſuch as. the Dutch 
Gueldre, the Saxons, and Silefians, the Poles, 
but eſpecially the Circeſſiavs, Subjects — 
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the Czar of Muſcouy, do now plant ſo much 
Tobacco of their own, and ſo fully ſupply 
their Neighbours with it—That our Export 
to the Baltick ſenſiby declines, and in a 
little time more will be quite loft. That 
the Conſequence of this will be, that the 
People of Virginia, leſſening their Plantation 
df Tobacco, and converting the Lands to 
the common Uſes of Famil iſtence, the 
Multitude of Hands, nowemploy'd in plant- 
ing Tobacco, will neceſſarily want Work; and 
the Conſequence of that will be, that they 


will fall into our Engliſh ManufaQures— * 


And ſo invade that neble-Branch of our 
Trade to America, I mean dur Exportation 


of Woollen Goods, on wah the great Ar- + 


ticle of our Tłade depends 

As to New England, New Tork, New Fer- 
ſey, and Penſilvania, the great Produce of 
theſe Countries, and indeed the Main of 
their Trade, are Horſes, Flower or Meal, 
Peas, Beef, Pork, Fiſh, and Bee 
Theſe they ſead to the lſlands, where th 
plant little or hone, but depend upos theſe 
Colonies for their very common Supply 


Their Trade to England is ſmall, compar'd 


to this; the Furrs and Skins of Beaſts, which 
was their firſt and great Wealth, is ſunk 
low in Quantity; the Beaver ſunk entirely 
here in its Demand—The Timber and Deal 
Trade lies in th? Birth, and bas no Strength 
10 bring forth. I hope, I may allude to the 
Text in it; for it ſzems to be furaiſh'd by 
Providence as an ineftimable Treaſure to 
enrich this Nation, and enlarge thoſe Colo- 
nies, and GOD has not yet given us a Spirit 
to undertake it But in Oppoſition to the 
ſtrong Summons given us by our Reaſon 
and our Intereft, we let it lie neglected 
For which, I doubt not, our Poſterity will 
call us Fools; and prove us ſo, by being 
wiſer themſelves. = 
Naw it is evident, that our Iſlands not 
eycreaſing in Trade, nor indeed can they en- 
creaſe, and the Produce of the Continent 
eneteaſing every Year, by planting and 
cut ing larger Traits of Land, to which they 
bave no Bounds ; as the Quantity already 
is ſufficient to fupply the Colonies, that 
Quantity encreaſing muſt glut that Trade 
and the Proviſions want a. Vent — The 
Conſequence of this, SAY THEY, muft
